months in Wuhu,

suid, telling of his voyaye to 
Shanghai in TH. M.S. Ladybird 
“Many sumpans and other nntive 

_ernft can be seen everywhere,” 
DISCIPLINE ADEQUATE 

“Wuhu, iteelf," he continued, “is 
to-day peaceful and quict, It is 
occupied by two Japanese cavalry 

. Yeriments commanded by Lt.-Gen- 
eral Inaba, Their discipline scema 
adequate, Their horscs are of 1 
fine breed and are well cared for. 

“The city’s population is ine 
sereasing somewhat,” he said, “with 
the gradual return of some of the 
townsfolk und local farmers from 
the north bunk of the river.” 

The U, S. S. Isabel, commanded 
by Lt-Commander P.M. Moncy, 
arrived in Wuhu carly in May, 
joining the Ladybird as the ‘only 
other foreign warship in the har- 
bour. “Both our men and the men 
from the Isabel were permitted 
nshore in Wuhu and no untoward 
Incident of ‘any kind occurred be- 
tween them. and the Japancac 
troops,” he snid. 

“No foreigner, however, ig per- 
mitted ashore in Nanking or 
Chinkiang. The only exceptions to 
this rule are the diplomatic oflicinls 
in Nanking.” 

BELITTLES REPORTS 

Bolittling reports that the Chin- 
ese Government might sweep clear 
® passage in the minefields near 
the Matung boom sufficient to per- 
mit the passage of river steamers 
which might now sail over the 
boom itself due to the present 
height of the water, he sald, 
“They would be foolish to sweep 
-away their fields and allow — the 
Japanese to sail to Hankow, and 
then, we cannot know that they are 
not continunlly dumping stones onto 
the boom itself thus raising its 
height with the water.

EXPERIMENT TO BE WITHOUT WARNING 


Ladies Air Raid 
_ Precautions 
Union Planned 


(By a“Herald” Staff Reporter) 


The insistent shriek of 


an air raid alarm syren 


will be the ‘first and only warning of Hong 
Kong’s next big “black-out” experiment, it is 


possible to disclose to-day. 
There will be no prior notification. 


No indica- 


tion of times and duration as in previous 
tests. The Colony will be proceeding about 
its occasions in normal fashion. The syrens 
will clamour their warning, and the Colony 
will be expected to give a realistic exhibition 
of speed in emergency black-out. 

The experiment may come in June or it may come 
in July. An official notification will, no doubt, 
be made advising the public of the plan to 
make this experiment and of the necessity, 
therefore, to be prepared. 


The “Sunday Herald” is also

his disappearance from the political fitld-as well as'of Mr. Hirota. 
In international affairs, Britain, France qnd the United States 
must be prepared for a new bellicosity, should cause of friction 
develop. In China, an intensified ‘campaign is an assured de- 
velopment. China must be prepared for harder knocks than she 
has yet'taken. At the same time, the Cabinet reorganisation in 
Tokyo should be regarded as an encouraging sign, Tt means that 
Japan is fecling. the strain of a campaign which has been protongy- 
ed far beyond her calculations. It means that only by totalitarian 
regimentation of the people can Japan pursue her ruthless aggres- 
sion, and it menns that in ratio to whatever Japan may do to 
increase the tempo, so much the sooner will Japan wreck herself 
as long as China continues and continues resistance. 

Invasion of South China and an intensification of the bomb- 
ing outrages are the first steps likely to be taken in the effort 
{o “beat China to her knees.” They will involve terror and hard- 
ships. They will demand a fortitude beyond that already re- 
quired of the Chinese people. The nir-raids on Chinese ciths 
have been meant to terrify civilians into 1 clamour for peace 
against their own Government. The cruelties inflicted by Japan- 


ese soldiery upon helpless and destitute people have been designed - 


to hasten the collapse of Chinese moral and the disintegration of 
Chinese resistance. But China has shown, as Spain has shown, 
that aeroplane bombardments, while terrible in the immediate 
shock, produce a widespread reaction of anger and resentment 
quite beyond the calculation of the terrorists; and it is the fruit 
of these atrocities that Japan is gathering now along the Lung- 
hai Railway. In China the canker of civil war has been quite 
cauterised by the Japancae violence, which sought to exploit that 
strife. Nevertheless, it has to be admitted that Japan's military 
effort is not spent. Apart from considerations of national pres- 
tige, which move the whole Japanese people, ic is clear that for 
the militarists in Tokyo — “Minami and his madmen,” .as au 
erstwhile Japanese apologist has called them — the fight is now 
one also for their standing in their own country. 

With all this at stake on the Japanese side, and with the 
Chinese Government's rencwed declaration that it will continuo 
resistance, “to-fight to the end, without looking back or considcr- 
ing any sacrifice,” the great test will soon be staged. With troops 
from every farthest province now brought into the tight, there is 
no part of China which does not await the outcome with common 
hopes and fears. Japan is no loner assailing Chinese provinces 
piecemeal; the whole country is enlisted against a foe hated as 
never before. That foe ix betraying serious anxiety, for.the war, 
if not engaging those first-line troops which must be saved for 
the expected trial with Russia, is heavily draining the Japanese 
first-line reserves. The very success of the ‘Chinese resistance 
points to their reinforcement in arms and munitions. Nor can

~Churchill’s Peace League. 


R. Churchill has expounded a 

new plan for the League of 

Nations. With his customary mas- 

tery of words, he described our 

world “dark with storm.” He 

apoke with sympathy, but not with- 
out hope, on the case of China, 


For the first time on record he 
commented with indignation on 
the “shameful intrusions” of the 
Dictators in Spain, and on “the 
deceitful masquerade of non-inter- 
vention.” He realised that the Ro- 
public may still be capable of a 
prolonged resistanee. 


He mentioned Austria, and 
dwelt on the fenrs that Italians 
may now entertain, as they realise 
that an aggressive Power stronger 
than. themselves is now their 
neighbour. 


After this survey Mr, Churchill 
built up his positive policy. He 
rejoiced that France and England 
have come together “in a defen- 
sive alliance.” He then asked what 
us “to Invite others to 
join the combination.” 


He described the plight of the 
amaller countries of Europe “who 
are going to be devoured one by 
one by the Nazi tyranny.” If they 
are prepared to defend them- 
selves, they should be invited to 
join England and‘ France, and 
“to take special service in defence 
of the Covenant.” eos 


He singled out by name certain 
countries of Central and Eastern 
Europe—Yugoslaviu, 
Hungary. and Czechoslovakia. 

Then, with less than his cus- 
tomary clearness of dofinition, Mr, 
Churchill spoko of (Russia. He re- 
cognises its “cnormoun power"; 
though he “detests” its Govern- 
ment he knows that it has no ag- 
gressive aims, while it has overy 
reason to fear Nazi hostility. 

He would not go to Moscow 
“cap in hand,” but it would be 
“improvidently, foolish” to reject 
the aid of “the great Russian 
muss” in our resiatunce to Nazi 
uggression, * 

Finally, he thought that Italy 
might render “great service” to 
auch a League.

Evidently for him Germany is 
the enemy, and tho only enemy, 
with whom England has to 
reckon. What Italy may do is, 
somchow, of an different moral 
complexion. He even ranked Italy 
among the most valued servants 
of his future League. 


All this, to thosa of us who arc 
old enough to remember the ycars 
between 1914 and 1919, smacks 
rather of Sir Edward Grey than 
of President Wilson, % 

This is not tho League that 
Liberal idealists imagined, It is 
the block of “the allled and neyo- 
ciated Powers” who won the war, 

We have to make up our mind 
whether this is the kind of Lea- 
gue we wish to reconastitute—a 
defensive alliance, which will try 
to rally the smaller Powers for the 
defence of the British and French 
empires againat the rival imperial 
might of Germany. ‘ 

Mr. Churchill’ would

price of G.8675,000 and was mounted in the crown of Louis 
XV. It has since played an important role in French his-

‘To our Government the suyges- 
tion has been repeatedly made:— 

Let all who do not believe in 
robbery and eraeity, cambine to 
help the vietim or probable victim, 
of such crime, The erin can 
usually, by this means, be made 
physienily impossible. 

Having made it physically im- 
possible for the racketvers to fol- 
low that method they will then 
be in a mood, perhaps, to listen to 
us when we suggest to them law- 
abiding. means of — livelihood, 
means whieh do not injure others. 

Indeed, on condition that they 
will obey the law, we will see that 

‘Vit protects them, makes their 
peaceful livelihood easier. 

With those proposals the Gav- 
ernment will have nothing to do 
They are contemptuous of such a 
policy; brand it ax “idealism,” 
whieh has failed. ‘They demand 
that we turn to “realism.” 

What is “realism” in their view. 
It is to sayi— 

We don't really mind what you 
do, so long ag you don't rob, tar- 

‘Viure and kill us. 

Thus we indicate that Man- 
chorin in O.K.; Abyssinia is OK; 
Spain is O.K.; Austria is O.K.: 
and, to-morrow, Czecholovakia or 
Hungary and South - Bastern 
Europe. We seeure peace for ours 
selves by throwing some innocent 
third purty to the wolves, 

But the methed has several 
fatal defects, even from the point 
of yiew of our own sectrity, The 
supply of innocent third parties is 
limited, 

Every time we sacrifice an inne- 
vent third party the number of 
thore who might stand with us, i 
diminished until finally we reac 
a point where we stand alone with 
nothings but promise, af. good be- 
haviour to protect us. 

Is thin really ‘ealism?"

Divide, Promise to join one if 
it will detach itserf from the ouner, 
You thus render half powerless, 
and are to that extent safer.

So Jong as this age-saw exists, 
by which first one side, then the 
other, gains a position enabling 
it té impose its judgment on the 
weaker, there can be no justice, 
and no peace, The method is root- 
ed in a denial of risgcht, cach side 
trying: to deprive the other of the 
yieht (defence by preponderance 
of power) it claims. 

To say: “Let us revise the 
‘Treaty and make a fair settlement 
enee for all” is like saying, “Let 
ua make just laws for the country, 
then shut up Parliament, and have 
done with elections and political 
squabbles.”

It is true we have tea with 
breakfast but I am sure there is 
more thrown away than drunk. 

Mention is made of n “caravan” 
being seen taking tea to wherever 
the troops are working or in’ win- 
ter soup in licu of tea; but I think 
this must have been a mirage be- 
cause we have never in our whole 
Army career been frequented with 
such o-luxury. The only “cara- 
van” we have seen in barracks is 
the sewerage dopartment van 
which could be casily be mistaken 
fora ten wagon. 

Tea fs served with dinner but. 
is often mistaken by the troops to 
be soup or water provided for 
washing’ utensils. 

The next meal served is tea at 
four o’clock, which at the major- 
ity of times is comprised of 
bread, margarine and jam. 

The “tunning buffet’? is some 
fictitious iden to-make the public 
imagine the soldiors’ meals are 
comprised of hotel varicties, but 
the only variety we do soe is “bul- 
ly beef” and pickles or an occasion- 
al fish-cake or rissole. 

If the much misinformed scribe 
would only look around hersolf 
during a soldier’s spare moments 
she would surely notice beer 
drinkers . far out-number the 
amount of tea drinkers either in 
town or in the canteen. And as 
for the pounds of chocolate dip- 
posed of by the modern “Belisha 
boy,” the money spent on this 
commodity would not cover a post- 
age stamp. 

It is a great mistake to sny the 
men do not like fish; but when the 
fish is served with a very atrong 
froma attached it ia no wonder 
their desires for this delieacy are 
80 small. :

At yesterday’a session the Con- 
ference had before jt the recom- 
mendations of a committee of ex- 
perts on species for inclusion in 
the annex to the Convention on the 
occasion of its next revision. 

The President, Lord Onslow, in 
bringing the report of experts be- 
fore the Conference, said he 
thought the conclusions would be 
read with interest as It was the 
first comprehensive report based on 
information received from the 
Governments of various territorles 
jn Africa on the subject of animal 
population of that Continent, and 
ag such wag a valuable contribu- 
tion to study of these questions. 

After discussion in which gener- 
al agreement was expressed with 
the conclusions of the experts, the 
Conference agreed that the report 
‘should be attached to the Final 
Act and that the Governments re- 
presented at the Conference should 
be invited to- ive careful considers. 
tion to the recommendations con- 
tained in the report with a view 
‘to reaching substantive decisions 
In regard therets at the next meet- 
ing of the Conference. , 

The Conference also agreed to 
attach to the final act, memoranda 
submitted by the | participating 
Governments on action taken by 
them to give effect to the provisions

OF LOCKHEED 
ELECTRA 


‘ Hong Kong will get its first 
glimpse of a Lockheed Super 
Electra, the fastest airliner in com- 
mercial production, when the 
K.N.LL.M. uses one of these 
machines on a Whitsun excursion 
flight next week-end from Batavia 
to Hong Kong and back via Singa- 
pore and Saigon. 


The flight which costs about 
H.K.$1,000 Is unique in excursions 
in this part of the world. 

The interesting feature of the 
plane is that it can be converted 
into an. efficient bomber within a 
few houra, 

According to the Lockheed Air- 
craft Corporation, the Super 
Electra, when converted into a 
bomber, is a very formidable wen- 
pon for.offensive and defensive 
purposes, The aircraft is designed 
so that ft is possible to remove 
rapidly the passenger seata, up: 
holstering, soundproofing, and 
flooring, and to instal the necen- 
sary bomb racks and gun turrets. 

“The result is a high speed mili- 
tary acroplane, which is utsur- 
passed in the following character- 
istics: Suitability for medium 
range bombing tactics; it can in- 
dependently ward off hostile alr- 
craft attack; it uffords the utmoat 
protection to the personnel by rea- 
son of its manocuvcrability.” 

As a convertible bomber the 
Super Lockheed has: provision for 
a crew of four—a pilot, whone sole 
dutics are navigating and flying 
the seroplane, 2 co-pilot, who 
usually acts as the fore-gunner, 
but who relieves the pilot when 
he is fatigued or disabled, a bom- 
bardier, and a rear gunner. 


FOUR MACHINE GUNS ° 

The gun equipment of the con- 
vertible type consists of four JO 
calibre flexible = machineguns, 
Three guns are mounted in turrets 
—two in the nose, one on the top 
surface of the fuselage aft of the 
main door, while the fourth {s 
mounted in the floor just forward 
of the main cabin door, Five hun- 
dred rounds of .30 ammunition are 
avajlable for each gun.
